The word "license 
чо allow." If you have 


comes from a Latin word meaning 

license,” it means you have asked 
permission from a governmental authority to do a certain act, 
ог engage in a certain activity: You may, or may not, get 
the license. The matter is for the authorities to decide. 

Of course, the public welfare is protected by some licens- 
ing. It makes good sense, for example, that persons in the prac- 
tices of medicine and pharmacy be required to pass stiff licens- 
ing examinations, and that the licenses be subject to review. 
The same might be said for other professions and crafts en- 
gaged in important work affecting the general public. But in 
а democracy, the licensing of knowledge doesn't work 

Licensing is the exact opposite of freedom. If those who 
gather news, and comment on it, were required periodically to 
renew their licenses, this by itself would act to stultify the 
full feeling of freedom with responsibility so necessary to any- 
one handling news of public affairs. Licensed newspapermen 
They wouldn't BE free. 

American newspapers broke.away fróm licensing before 
the American Revolution 
print an “unlicensed” newspaper was James Franklin. In 1721 
he established the "New-England Courant," a lively outspoken 
trouble-making newspaper. Before that time newspaper pub- 
lishers took their copy to government censors and "cleared" it

From the 1600's im 
England down to the present time, men who print the news 
have been very sensitive to any effort by government to cen- 
sor news before it is published 


There are men in government who would be only too 
happy to censor your news. Ther are strong departments in the 
federal government now. which impose an “internal censor- 
ship" on news. There has even been official justification for 
telling deliberate falsehoods, so clearly enunciated by Assistant 
Secretary of Defense for Public Affairs Arthur Sylvester, who 
defined news as “weaponry,” and declared that where news 
is concerned, the ends justify the means. News about govern- 
ment is getting more difficult to report, each day 


Yet. fea of the government censor is not in the mind of 
American newspapermen. Other media ARE licensed. Those 
who minimize the effect of licensing on free speech should ask 
themselves: "When did E last hear outspoken criticism of the 
F. C. C. over radio or TV? Or, for that matter, strong edi- 
torial comments about ANYTHING ELSE in government?" 


The people who work on American newspapers still have 
a feeling of freedom. This feeling is drawn from the clear 
knowledge that newspaper work is bound up with free thought, 
which is sanctioned as the first law of the land. It will be a 
long. long time before newspapermen run to government for 
licensing. 


It’s the absence of licensing that makes newspapers free. 
It's the absence of restraints — within responsibility — that 
define freedom. That's the essentigl character of our political 
process that’s the essence of good journalism . . . and 
that’s the way we hope it remains. 


If you sec an editor who pleases everybody, there will be a gliss plate over 


his face and he won't be standing up.

Restless Electorate 


As the congressional and gubernatorial campaign season 
comes down to the final stretch, it is increasingly clear that the 
voters intend to hand the Great $с 14у a surprise on election 
day. From coast to coast, political observers report a ground 
swell of conservative backlash 

In California, the rioting ій Saw Francisco is regarded 
as having moved the electorate even more in the direction 
of conservative reform. Many Californians are determined to 
restore the rule of law and order in their state. The working 
public in that state also seems very indignant over long-stand- 
ing abuses of welfare. 

In Georgia, conservative newspapers characterize the de- 
feat of former liberal Governor Ellis Arnall as repudiation of 
the social views and political programs of the Johnson ad- 
ministration. Those politicians who have played ball with 
the liberals in Washington are, in the words of today's young- 
sters, "all shook up." THE AUGUSTA HERALD, for exam- 
ple, commented editorially that the people of Georgia "have 
become fed up with the social planning, unchecked spending, 
and experimentation of the national administration." 

The “backlash” as the phenomenon is sometimes described, 
is а remarkable tribute to the principles and common sense of 
the American people. Since the Kennedy administration took 
over in Washington in 1961, the people of this nation have 
been subjected to an unparalleled bribery attempt. Both the 
Kennedy and Johnson administrations have sought to "buy" 
the American people with their own tax dollars. The officials 
of both administrations have offered large sums of federal 
aid to communities and states on the condition that they ac- 
cept programs and adopt ‘plans that the communities and 
states regard as wrong. 

Those communities and states that refused to 
with the new reconstruction edicts have been vistimized by 
federal pressure. In the case of the unconstitutional school 
“guidelines,” officials have resorted to underhanded methods. 
The toughest demands have been given in personal confer- 
ences or over the telephone so that no records are available 
that would outrage the public.

The evidence of the “backlash” indicates that the Ameri- 
can people can't be bought or beaten into political submis- 
sion. These days, it is hard for an individual, a company, town 
or state to defy the bureaucrats. The federal judiciary is al- 
most completely in the hands of those who want to force re- 
construction of American customs. People who stand up to the 
bureaucrats may find that their business records and back tax 
payments are subject to fishing expeditions and to general 
harassment. But the American people still have one immense- 
ly powerful weapon with which to protect their traditional li- 
berties. This is the vote. 

On November 8, Americans who see their nation slip; 
ping deeper and deeper into a state of virtual totalitarianism 
can strike back ágainst the Johnson administration and its 
collaborators in Congress and governors’ mansions. They can 
send to Congress men who will impose constitutional controls 
on the administration and who will inhibit the arrogant bur- 
eaucrats, 

As Americans follow the final electoral maneuvers, they 
would do well to bear in mind President Johnson's proposal 
for four-year terms for members of the House of Representa- 
tives, If he had his way in this matter, the people would be 
deprived this year of an opportunity to vote “no confidence” 
оп the Great Society. Fortunately, the two-year term is still 
in effect, and the voice of the people cannot be silenced by the 
White House. 

The liberal attitude always has been that the people are 
stupid and don't know what is best for them. But the Ameri- 
can people are plenty smart. A man who works in a plant or 
office or on a farm knows that those who refuse to work don't 
deserve government coddling, The average parent knows that 
the best kind of school for his child is a neighborhood school, 
not one that is based on sociological experimentation. ‘The 
homeowners knows that his home truly is his castle, and his 
right to rent or sell should not be restricted by federal bur- 
caucrats. 

It is because Americans understand these things so well 
that a powerful "backlash" is likely.
